It was a peculiarly tun race, tha winner lying 
back of hie fleJd until the final quarter where 
he moved up and got to the leader opposite the 
paddock gate. Along in here the eix were 
bunched and all tiring badly. Arisn finally got 
his neck in front and held it there to the end. 
Ed Austin was eerond a heed in front of Jan- 
bert which wss a length in the lead of Doreen 
The last three were reedy to dre p fro m exhaus- 
tion by the time the line had been reached 
and were hardly moving better than a canter in 
the; doling etriree. Jack Pattlin thowed a 
great turn of early ipecd.lut tired and quit 
badly when the pinch came. Bosewar also 
dropped all interest in the contest when the 
crucial test came.l 

Pat Dunne double shot tha game when 
Bennie Lieesk won the last race. The filly had 
on her running clothes and never left her many 
supporters in doubt as to the result. Sister 
Msmie li d on sufferance at the first quarter by 
a length, but wl ile going down the backstretch 
Banch gave the Dunne filly her head and she 
moved easily intothelead. Just before turning 
for home Benry of Traetamare moved up to her 
saddle girths, but once straightened away in 
the stretch she shook him off quickly and com- 
ing cn strongly, won by a length with Benry of 
Trastemaie two and a Lalf in front of Chorus 
Boy. There was a generous barking of the 
latter, but be failed to run up to expectations. 
Ho ran about an even clip threegbont. The 
others never bad a chance. 

The sprint race was taken by that good Sir 
Dixon horse, George Arnold, which hooked op 
with Maggie Dsvis at the last eighth poet, and 
after a merry tilt beat her to the line by a neck. 
Maggie Davie showed the most early speed, but 
was tiring in the last sixteenth. Andriea was 
third, eight lengths away, and put up a poor 
performance. The other two could not extend 
themselves in the going. 

The opening race of the day went to Cemmis- 
eicuer Forster, which has shewn some good 
races hereabouts recently. He bad to be pounds 
the beet to win, as he was fully ten lengths 
back of Emathicn as tha latter turned into the 
■tietcb in the lead. Down the run-in Woods 
began to ride him with strength and the colt 
■imply Consumed space, picking up those in 
front with ease and winning, going away by 
two lengths from April, which beat Miracle 11. 
a half length for second place. The latter 
made up much ground in the last quarter, but 
was well spent at the end and was beginning to 
■waive. Emathicn showed plenty of early 
■peed, but was tiring fast in the last Bixteentb. 

Frangible had simply a cakewalk of it in the 
long distance race, assuming the lead at flagdip 
and easily remaining in front all the way. He 
won pulled up almost to a walk by two and a 
half IcngtbB from Alaska, which was five in 
front of G. W. W. The latter was backed for a 
good thing, but failed to make good. He ran 
well for seven furlongs and then died away. 
The others ware never contendere. Alaska ran 
a good racd considering the weigbta,and while' 
he had no chance to beat the winner, was easily 
the beat of the others. 

She flnieb in the third race was a pecnliar one 
an^ cmaeked acmewhat of comedy. It appeared 
atU over ae if Begnianea would win easily in the 



last eighth, but suddenly she was seen to 
sprawl and flounder and show signs of distress. 
Brownie Anderson was about four lengths back 
of the Bennett filly along in here, but when 
Gormlsy called on her she too began to sprawl, 
and to make matters worse he lost control of 
her and apparently gave up persevering with 
her. As luck would have it he got her together 
again and, seeing Segnranca falter, rallied her. 
Bhe responded well, and coming on caught and 
passed Segnranca in the closing strides, win- 
ning by a length and a half. Dalkeith, which 
finished well, wss tbiid, five lengths back of Se- 
gnranca. St. Bluff showed speed for a short six 
furlongs and wiU do to wateb. Slips, after 
being well up to the bead of the stretch, quit 
badly, finishing absolutely last.

MONTANA BACINO. 

There baa been much aaid and written of the 
Montana Jockey Club and the race meet being 
conducted by it. Some of the comment baa 
been favorable and more of it adverse and it ia 
not amiaa to aay a little more and give credit 
where credit ia doe. The officials of the club 
have labored hard and asaidnonaly and they 
have worked nnder many disadvantages, bat 
notwithstanding it all, it can be said that the 
meet ia a sncceaa, everything considered. 

There was considerable dissatisfaction ex- 
pressed by horse owners at the shaving of parses, 
and there was more dissatisfaction among the 
talent at the slimness of the odds oBered by 
the books. Then, too, there were frequent kicks 
and gramblings, about alleged questionable 
riding and form reversals, that look palpable 
enough to have been brought about for an indi- 
vidual advantage. That is all a thing of the 
past now, and the jockey club today enters on 
the third week of its meet, with the knowledge 
that it has done its best to make sport good, 
has accomplished it and above all has satisBed 
its patrons that everything will be on the level 
and first-class, if it is possible to make it so. 

The borae owners are no longer diaeatisfied 
and the talent feels that it is getting a run for 
the money invested. The bookmakers have 
loosened up and no one can, with reason, kick 
against the odds ofiered. The attention of the 
Jockey Club officials was called to the evident 
penurionsness of the books and the result is 
that the odds are -now as liberal as could be 
wished for. 

As far as in and out running ia concerned, 
there ia little to aay, except that the judges 
have shown that they will not tolerate it. On 
more than one occasion jockeys have been called 
into the stand and warned, and the result is 
that no jockey has repeated the oBense eigainst 
which he was admonished. All that is neces- 
sary is for the judges to make it plain that non- 
sense will not be tolerated and that crooked 
work will result in summary handling of the 
oBenders and all will be well. The judges have 
made it plain that they will stand for no funny 
business, and the result is that clean sport will 
be the order of the day.— Butte Inter-Mountain.
